Thus a survey conducted by 
the Catholic Digest showed that 
only 28 per cent of Catholics 
ever made any attempt to win a 
convert as compared with 58 
per cent of Protestants. This is 
because most of them have re- 
garded such work as belonging 
exclusively to the clergy. The 
failure te utilize the loyalty, 
good will and potential mission- 
ary zeal of our laity is the great- 
est and the most tragic loss 
which the Church in America 
has suffered. 

A great Niagara of spiritual 
energy and power has gone un- 
harnessed for a century and a 
half. The Crusade for Souls 
harnesses that energy to the 
divinely appointed task of 
bringing the truths of Christ to 
the millions of unchurched 
people.

The Case Of 
Gen. Holdridge 


B pnts the past few weeks 
scores of our readers have for- 
warded a nasty attack on the 
Church issued from a California 
address on the letterhead of a Her- 
bert C. Holdridge, Brig. Gen., U. S. 
Army (Ret.). Gen. Holdridge is 
head of “The People’s Party” and 
openly sponsors some very peculiar 
economic theories. 


But his recent blast at the 
Church insults the Vatican, Bishops 
and priests, and reprints that cele- 
brated fraud, the fake “oath” 
ascribed to the Knights of Colum- 
bus. He also scatters shot in the 

eneral direction of “Wall Street 

artelists,” “Politicians,” “the 
Pentagon,” and organized labor. 

According te NCWC News Ser- 
vice, Herbert Holdridge is entitled 
to his military designation. He was 
retired from active service with 
the rank of Brigadier General in 
February, 1944. 

Inquiries at the Pentagon bring 
the response that “use of a military 
title by an author does not in any 
way imply endorsement or approv- 
al by the Department of the Army 
of the views expressed.” 

“Officially,” according to NC, 
“officers at the Pentagon have no 
comment on the situation, except 
to say that-Army regulations per- 


enter- 
prises, in writing for publication, 
and in public lectures. When the 
material concerns military subjects 
the retired officer is required to 
submit it to the Department of the 
Army for security review prior to 
publication.” 

The NC reporter got the very 
distinct impression that the people 
at the Pentagon were embafrased 
with the problem. 

“It is understandable if Army 
officers do not relish taking issue 
with, or action against one of their 
fellews,” NC continues, “and the 
Department of the Army does not 
want to enter inte a controversy 
with one of its own. And it may be 
that the Army feels that if it keeps 
quiet, the General will ‘go away’ 
and things will quiet down. If that 
is its position, the Army seems to 
be reckoning without the General. 
He is more active than ever right 
now.”

In our front-page article of last 
week on the court-ordered sterili- 
zation in Baltimore, we had no in- 
tention of opposing capital or cor- 
poral punishment.

Further, he examines the tempta- 
tions besetting the Church in the 
modern world, and finds a parallel 
for them in the temptations with 
which Christ Was confronted by 
Satan. He writes penetratingly of 
anti-clericalism, bad popes, the 
narrowness with which Catholics 
are taxed, and similar mooted 
topics. 

This is an unusual book, a bit 
of apologetics unconventional in 
approach and discrediting a line of 
criticism which is not tellingly 
handled in most treatises on the 
Church.

What did election day reveal? 
The same old fact that it has been 
telling for many years to persons 
who really want to learn the truth 
and are not guided by their pre- 
judices.

I've already told you about the 
Mr. and Mrs. Clubs in California 
and the Thomas More Club in Ap- 
pleton, Wisconsin. Here's some in- 
formation about four other similar 
organizations in several parts of 
the country: 


RING CLUB OF SCHENEC-. 
TADY, NEW YORK: This club is 
mostly a social group but it tries 
to keep a balance of Catholic ac- 
tivity too. The 39 couples have 
their share of discussion meetings, 
one day retreats and _ similar 


;events.

'for young Catholic married couples 


to get together and have a good, 
clean inexpensive social program. 


CATHOLIC MARRIAGE CLUB 
OF BEACON, NEW YORK: This 
club"is not just a social organiza- 
tion. The members, with the slo- 
gan “Make Family Life What It 
Was Destined To Be,” meet peri- 
odically for the purpose of increas- 
ing their knowledge of the Church 
and her teachings. 

The Catholic Marriage has been 
expanding since it was founded in 
October 1951. The new clubs regi- 
ster with the Founding Club in 
Beacon and then function as a 
separate unit, working according 
to the provisions of the club's con- 
stitution. The Founding Club con- 
tinues to help the new clubs and 
disseminates information of inter- 
est and importance to all the clubs. 


ASSOCIATION OF HOLY FAM.- 
ILY GUILDS, SAN ANTONIO, 
TEXAS: This association consists 
of some 40 guilds in San Antonio, 
Corpus Christi, Uvalde, and Fred- 
ericksburg, Texas. Each guild is 
composed of from five to 12 mem- 
bers. It is small to permit meet- 
ings to be held in the home. 

At the first of the twe monthly 
meetings a discussion is held on 
some phase of Christian Marriage, 
family life, articles of faith, or 
any other subject pertinent to 
Catholicism. The second meeting 
is strictly social. 

In 1946 a state charter was 
granted to the association and at 
present the 40 guilds are composed 
of 462 couples. 


VETERANS UNITS, VETERAN 
NATIONAL COMMITTEE CSMC: 
Veterans Units are somewhat dif- 
ferent from the other organiza- 
tions, but they do solve the prob- 


‘ing their memberships in youth 
groups. 

Single and married couples may 
belong to these units which are set 
up within the Catholic Students 
Mission Crusade. The units are 
composed mostly of young people 
and provide social activities that 
give the members a chance to en- 
joy good wholesome recreation. 


I will be more than happy to 
send the addresses of these organi- 
zations to young couples who are 
interested in starting similar clubs. 


I'd also like to hear from other 
groups for young married couples. 
I'm convinced that there is a need 
for such clubs. The facts I've learn- 
ed about the clubs I've heard from 
so far convince me that such clubs 
can be successful throughout the 
country.

for Catholic Indian Missions. His

Schools have been erected and con- 
tributions made to other mission 
buildings and to the support of 
missionaries laboring in the field. 
Scholarships have been established 
to encourage Indian boys and girls 
to attend mission schools to furth- 
er their education and a fund has 
also been established to aid the 
education of Indians to the priest- 


The founder of what is now the 
Marquette League was the Rev. 
Henry G. Ganss, D.D., a zealous 
priest who became interested in 
the Indians while acting as pastor

of a parish in Carlisle, Pennsyl- 
vania, then the seat of the famous 
Carlisle School for American In- 
dians. Although Carlisle was a non- 
sectarian school there were many 
Catholic Indians among the stu- 
dents who had been brought into 
the Church by Catholic mission- 
aries working on the Indian reser- 
vations. On the theory that gain- 
ing financial support for our mis- 
sionaries was the most effective 
way of helping these First Ameri- 
icans, ‘Father Ganss came to New 
York in 1904 to form a club for 
that purpose. 

Invited to address a meeting of 
the St. Vincent de Paul Society, 
Father Ganss succeeded in arous- 
ing the interest of some of those 
present in forming the club he had 
in mind. In honor of one of the 
first Indian apostles and noted ex- 
plorer, Pere Marquette, the new 
club was called the Marquette In- 


dian Club of New York. Later, the 
name was changed to the more de- 
scriptive one of Marquette League | 
for Catholic Indian Missions. The} 
State of New York granted the) 
right for incorporation on May 11,; 
1904 and a few months after the} 
founding of the League, Father | 
Ganss while in Rome obtained the 
blessing and approbation for its 
work from Pope Pius X. 


Headed By Laymen 


In the beginning all League of- 
ficers were laymen, with Father 
Ganss and the clergy connected 
with the Bureau of Catholic Indian 
Missions serving as advisors. The 
Bishops of the United States 
promptly endorsed the idea and 
permission was granted for the es 
tablishment of offices in 40 dio- 
ceses. Experiences showed that the 
expense of maintaining these 
“branches” in scattered parts of 
the country was too great and 
since then all work has been con- 
centrated in the League head- 
quarters in New York City. 

The Marquette League has never | 
been a part of the Bureau of Catho- | 
lic Indian Missions, but it has al-| 
ways acted as an unofficial auxili- 
ary to the Bureau. Ali of its funds 
come from its friends in various 
parts of the country on a volun- 
tary basis — the League is not a 
beneficiary of the collections taken 
up annually in all the churches of 
the country for the Indian mis- 
sions. League members receive 
four appeals a year — Lenten, All 
Souls, Toy and Christmas and the 
returns from these enable it to 
take care of the requests it re- 
ceives for help in making church 
repairs, providing school supplies 
and various other necessities. 

By 1917, the new mission-aid or- 
ganization had proved so effective 
in creating sympathy and interest 
for the Indians and the missionar- 
ies working among them that Arch- 
bishop John B. Pitaval of New 
Mexico proposed that a clergyman 
be appointed as a director general. 
As a result of his suggestion, Mon- 
signor William Quinn was chosen 
in that year to be the League's 
first director general. 

To Monsignor Quinn, the Indi- 
ans, isolated on reservations away 
from the non-Indian communities, 
had become America’s Forgotten 
race. To bring this fact home to 
Catholics; the new head of the 
League traveled throughout the 
country with a group of Indian 
children, and from pulpit and lec- 
ture platform told of the plight of 
the Indians — of their desperate 
effort to earn a living from the 
wastelands to which they had been 
banished in exchange for all the 
lush acres they had once roamed 
in freedom. 

Monsignor Quinn’s emphasis was 
that the American Indian was the

all American Catholics. His Christ 
like zeal and untiring efforts gain- 
ed countless friends for the Indian 
cause. In 1924, the Holy See, in 
recognition of his ability and apos- 
tolic zeal, appointed him Nationa! 
Director of the Society for the 
Propagation of the Faith. 

The League’s board of directors 
decided to continue the policy 
of engaging a priest to direct the 
organization and in 1925 the Rev. 
Wiliam J. Flynn, a priest from the 
Diocese of Pittsburgh who had done 
lecture work for the Bureau of 
Catholic Indian Missions; assumed 


ithe post. He served from 1925 to 


1936 and during that time the Lea- 
gue sent more than $750,000 to the 
Indian missions in this country and 
Alaska. 

In 1931, His Holiness, Pope Pius 
XI, gave recognition to Father 
Flynn's efforts by appointing him 
a Domestic Prelate. Monsignor 
Flynn continued to serve the Lea- 
gue until his death on December 
29, 1936. His Eminence, the late 
Patrick Cardinal Hayes, named the 
Rev. Bernard A. Cullen, M.A., to 
succeed Monsignor Flynn. Since 
1937, Father Cullen has been the 
Director General of the League. 

Father Cullen's tenure has in- 
cluded the depression years, the 
era of high income taxes, inflated 
prices and other handicaps, but his 
unbounded vigor and zeal have 
made it possible for the League to 
continue to make fine progress. 
Under his direction the League 
has built many chapels, contribut- 
ed to the construction of other mis 
sion buildings and to the support 
of missionaries, Sisters and cate 
chists and has supplied the Mis 
sions with clothing for needy In- 
dians, vestments for the clergy and 
sacred vessels and other equip 
ment for the chapels. 


In 1945 Father Cullen inaugur- 
ated a new service — supplying 
Christmas toys for the children in 
mission schools. Every December 
40 or more huge crates of Christ- 
mas gifts leave the League head- 
quarters at 289 Fourth Avenue in 
New York for Indian reservations. 


Throughout its existence the 
Marquette League has always pro- 
moted such legislation as would as- 
sist the Indian and has opposed 
measures considered detrimental 
to his welfare. It has aimed at set- 
ting before the Catholics of this 
country the fact that we have, in 
the American Indian missions, a 
mission field second to none in im- 
portance and a medium for apply- 
ing Christian charity to people 
long subjected to injustice and ex- 
ploitation by the white man. 

The present policy of the Gov- 
ernment, with respect to Indians, is 
to encourage them to leave their 
reservations. It is possible that this 
may be the solution to the eco- 
nomic problem of the Indian, since 
they cannot make a living from 
the arid lands of their reservations. 


The League aims, before they take 
up a new way of life, to fortify 


them with the spiritual support the 
Church seeks to give its members.

Of Religious Schools In Mexico 


Mexico City — (NC) — The 
problem of religious education in 
Mexico is again being aired in 
newspapers here in the wake of a 
recent address by Secretary of Edu- 
cation Jose Angel Ceniceros be- 
fore the National Council of Teach- 
ers’ Colleges. 


THE ADDRESS was regarded as 
exceptionally significant. Particu- 
lar interest was aroused by the Sec- 
retary’s statement that there are 
two million children in Mexico 
without schools, and that unless 
the government counts upon pri-

elapse before the lack of adequate 
schools can be remedied. 


“The presence of private in- 
terests in the field of educa- 
tion is a fact that must be ack- 
nowledged by the authorities as 
beneficial to seciety,” Mr. Ceni- 
ceros said. 

Under Article 3 of the Mexican 
Constitution, education is a state 
monopoly and the establishment 
of religious or private schools is 
forbidden. However, institutions of

HOWEVER, his implicit aceept- 
ance of private schools—the great 
majority of these are Catholic— 
and his clear acceptance of their 
value in the present education pic- 
ture have stirred the hope that 
Article 3 will eventually be abol- 
ished. Petitions for its removal 
have been made at regular inter- 
National Union of 
Parents during the past several 
years. 

The official ban on religious 
schools has been the No. 1 worry 
of Catholic leaders since the “Re- 
form” of 1867 not only socialized 
all education but also nationalized 
church property, made civil mar- 
riages compulsory, suppressed civil 
recognition of certain feast days, 
and barred government - officials 
from taking part in religious wor- 
ship. These blows against the 
Church were aggravated under the 
Constitution of 1917 which was 
used by the notorious Plutarco 
Elias Calles in his campaign of 
open, relentless persecution. How- 
ever, in recent years an increas- 
ingly “tolerant” attitude has been 
shown by the government toward 
religious practices generally.

Brussels, Belgium —(NC)— 
The Belgian Committee for Scien- 
tific Investigation, headed by a 
Catholic, is starting a new cam- 
paign to prevent victimization of 
the public quack healers and oth- 
ers who take advantage of the 
people’s superstition.

THE DECREE was issued in the 
wake of a new full-scale anti-re- 
ligious propaganda drive which 
was begun throughout the Soviet 
Union several months ago in an 
effort to break the role which com- 
munists admitted religion contin- 
ues to play in Russia, even among 
young people bred and educated in 
godless materialism. 

Osservatore declared that “any- 
one who would wish to present this 
communique of the Communist 
|Party as a sensational new devel- 
opment, a change, or a downright 
switch in direction, would be, eith- 
er in good or bad faith, off the 
track.” 

“It is most probable,” it said, 
“that the recent communique of 
the Communist Party signed by 
Krushchev has an external propa- 
gandistic purpose. It would not 
be remarkable if it served to flank 
a new insidious ‘peace’ offensive 
aimed at confounding the ideas of 
the ignorant and less informed— 
in the matter of communism, many 
are those who speak knowing little 
of what they say—and to the great- 
er utility of those who have ter- 
ribly clear ideas and know well 
where they want to reach.” 

The Vatican newspaper warn- 
ed that the Communist Party de- 
cree merely confirmed Lenin’s 
teaching that “religion is the 
opiate of the people.” It said it 
was possibly motivated by the 


intensifying religious belief and 

practice rather than eradicating 

them. 

THE DECREE signed by Krush- 
chev was entitled: “On Mistakes in 
Carrying out Scientific Atheistie 
Propaganda.” Professing to be 
aimed at protecting the “honest 
Soviet citizen” who still goes to

The decree ordered that, in the 
future, “party organizations of the 
Union Republics shall in no man- 
ner permit any insults to the feel- 
ings of believers and clergy, nor 
any official interference in the ac- 
tivity of the church.” Referring to 
incidents of this nature in a num- 
ber of districts, it said that “this 
kind of mistake in anti-religious 
propaganda basically contradicts 
the program and policy of the 
Communist Party ... and is a 
violation of repeated instructions 
of the Party about the impermis- 
sibility of hurting the feelings of 
believers.” 

Osservatore Romano commented 
that the communist decree should 
be looked at in the double aspect 
of its content and tone.
